TUB DWNITt OF AGRICULTURAL IABOB. 


O£ the importance of fuming as a hu- 


man pniauit, I need gay nothing. Suffice 
it to say, that if farming were suspended 
and vegetation to ceaee, all animal life 
would periih, and in six months onr race 
would become extinct. Americana love to 
dwell largely, and do some tall talking, 
too, on the excellence of American manu- 
factures and American commerce. Yet 
vast and wonderful as onr manufactures 
are, and industrious and extensive aa tha 
commerce of onr country is, penetrating 
every ocean and inlet in the world, yet 
just as important and equally aa interest- 
ing is the leience of agriculture, and in 
large communities it exceed* the other two 
combined. And while the various subdi- 
visions of industry among civilized men, 
inch as trades, pursuits and professions, 
have been the special objeeU of protection 
and sympathy, it ia notorious that the 
claims of agriculture hare been well nigh 
ignored. And though she is the nursing

forts themselves; and to the dignity ot ag- 
ricultural labor will be raised only in pro- 
portion to the height of the estimation 
with which farmers regard their avoca- 
tions themselves. We trace this under-es- 
timation of agricultural labor. 


1. To a lack oi dignity on the port of 


farmers themselves. The man who re- 
spects hinuelf will be respected by others. 
But oh how humiliating IB tbe pervading 
sentiment among a large portion of onr 
farmers in regard to the dignity o{ their 
calling, and the qualifications required for 
its pursuit. Farmers have, somehow or 
other, gotten tbe notion into their heads 
that fanning is a mean, contemptible 
drudgery, and bewail tho dav they first 
pat their hand to tbe plow. You go into 
a public assembly at apolitical meeting, or 
a harvest home, and if a man gets up aud 
makes a speech that is dull and stupid, ten 
to one the farmer that stand* next to you 
will declare it es his opinion that the 
speaker had mnch better go back to the 
plow, thereby acknowledging that inferi- 
ority of talent is sufBoient for hi* own 
noble calling, and that tbe brainless skill 
ia equal to tbe great science of agricul- 
ture. Indeed, so low is the estimation 
in which tome farmers hold tbeir avo- 
cations 
that 
I 
have 
frequently 


known them, after having built up a 
fortune on their farms, to turn round to 
tbeir sins and say, "Well, now, you 
shan't be fatmert; you shall live a differ- 
ent life from what I have," And hence 
it is that we have huge-looking farmers' 
tons leading lives of emasculate laz'.nees 
and idleness, like tbe polypus floatlcg 
useless and nasty on the sea, all jelly and 
iUbby, no muscle, no boms; it shuts and 
opens, and opens and ehute; tacks in, 
squirts out again; of no earthly account, 
influence or use. 
Such are these poor 


fools, because their parents fail to s>e any 
dignity in the calling which has given 
them frames of iron and bone; they turn 
their sons upon the world boneless and 
musoleless—simple, subtle and soft at 
that. And when they do make up their 
minds to bring them up to work they 
decimate the farm of tbe boy who is evi- 
dently a born farmer, and try to make out 
of him,a lawyer or a preacher, or some 
other profession that is considered more 
respectable than farming in the apprehen- 
sions of the family.

II. From a lack of education. Why in 


it that at these agricultural fair?, when 
tho cities and villages have been ran- 
sacked for orators, the committees have in- 
variably sought them among lawyers and 
doctors, politicians and preachete ? Every 
pursuit ought to furnish its own prophets 
and exponents, and the claims of agricul- 
ture ought to be trumpeted by the farmer 
himself. Thi?, however, is out of the ques- 
tion, so long as he be imperfectly edu- 
cated. • I am very glad to find, however, 
there is growing attention to the liberal 
education of the American agriculturist 
It speaks well; for, by a proper education 
11 i hia cliias of men the country will be 
elev uetf, and the false notion of the ser- 
vility of this pursuit to which we refer 
would be most effectually removed, and 
farming would no longer be considered a 
business for brute miiseje only, where the 
mind can achieve no couepeste and labor 
but jpoor reward, bat tt noble science, de- 
manding brains and toe widest ;angu of 
human knowledge, and fraught pith wide 
material for thought and investigktipn. I 
thiuk if there be one thing more than R£- 
other wanted in this country, with ils 
vast interested capacities, in order to ac- 
complish the most prodigious feats in 
ilgricplture.that the world ever saw, that 
one filing is knowledge, penetrating deep- 
ly and disseminated universally among 
the rural population. It is most distress- 
ing the amount of intelligence which some 
men deem necessity to the tillage of the 
earth. It in moat notorious that in Eng- 
land, at the present day,, farmers liva in 
the same mod cottages, and drive along 
tha tame cart rnt, wbicb tbeir great- 
grandfathers went in, clinging,*;} gross su- 
perstitions and ancestral usage, regard-

There 
i« giwroeiy a science which will not abed a 


ol light along the pathway of the 
ir,".arid acknowledge of the practical 


arm »ud trades of Ufa must materially re- 
lieve him. Indeed, so thickly do org'ects 
oT.mtwrtbt and study cluster around him, 
that-if.he be an'enthusiftet he might ex- 
haost a lifetims on bis own farm in pur- 
suit erf one single-science. The highest 
degree ol education can he employed m 
one calling as well «« another, and I can 
conceive of no calling in life which, if fol- 
lowed ia it* comprehensive spirit »ud Ways, 
would call forth more varied powers and 
gcqo.inir.ion into action, and test the inge- 
nuity ot a man, more than the life of a 
jarmer, and this added to the r< Section 
that be help* to create his own support and 
clothe and feed bis fallow-men, instead of 
consuming tbeir substance, ought to in- 
duce him to wider/hi* sphere of knowledge 
and to attain tb that standard of education 
wbicb, blended with religion, ia alone cal- 
culated to increase his enjoyment and oon- 


more attractive to your »one,and the Vane, 
fnl iBllnenoe of doubtful awociations and 
questionable banntt will be doatroyed, 
Kdnoato your children,,male and female, 
as thoroughly a» your opportunities will 
allow, and take care that yon retain, if 
possible, the most promising of tlnm to be 
farmers—to cheer, ennoble and dignify 
your own calling.

Or. W. Gapp furnishes the following to 


the Herald of Health : 
The ooet of • 


Chinese workman'a food, is not, on an 
average, probably more than eight or ten 
cents a day ; and if the science of 'dietetics 
may be trusted, thi* regimen ia deficient 
both in flesh-making and heat-prodncing 
elements, rice and herbaceous vegetables 
farming the batie, with very insufficient 
proportions of meat and fish. According 
to tho deductions of European chttnuta it 
must be admitted that, with the «xoeption 
of the silk-weavers of Han-Kou, the 
Chinese workmen do not eat enough or 
sufficiently ricbjfood to compensate for the 
waste caused by hard work. 


It is very difficult to maka compuuotu 


between the natures of different nations, 
in which climate, constitution and habite 
should all be taken into account ; bat we 
may at any rate consider such evidence aa 
is brought before us. In the first place, 
while the endurance of some Asiatic* has 
often called forth tbe admiration of Euro- 
peans, there \t little doubt that the general 
opinion is that they are not capable of tbe 
same amount of hard or continued labor 
that well-fed Europeans can perform; the 
evidence of diainterettcd observers, if it 
doen not absolutely contradict that opinion, 
at any rate tends to qualify it io certain 
respects, and these qualifications are well 


iving of lu 


Ibe }>zari-t m>.»»ionariesof Fekin, who 


employ Chiuem; workmen, and who might 
tbeiofore be expected to underrate, rather 
than 
otherwise, the capacities of those 


whom they have to expect, declare that 
tbe Chinese, are capable of doing very 
nearly as much work in a given time es 
Europeans. 
One of thete French mis- 


sionaries says that Chinese laborer* are 
more robust than tbeir Western brethren, 
that they frequently lift weights and car- 
ry burdens that would overtax the powers 
of Europeans, (which we ought probably 
to translate Frenchmen, who certainly do 
not generally possess the game. muscular 
power as Englishmen.) 
Thu fact is at- 


tributed partly to the habits of tbe Chi- 
nese, who, not using the same machines 
and utensils as Europeans, are accustomed 
to great exertion of strength, which exer- 
cises and increases their muscular powers, 
the greater part' of tbe load* being car- 
ried on men » nhoulders or in wbeelbar- 
rowc; it is only in the northern province* 
of China that the employment of carte, 
asses, and mules for transport is general. 
Every one who visits China is struck by 
the number of Cooliaa that he meals, the 
heavy loads that they carry, and the 
rapidity and dexterity with which the 
pulacqain-bearero trip along the narrow, 
ill-paved and crowded street* of the towns, 
apparently careless of the burden they 
support. Tbe way in which, they carry 
loads suspended near the ground from the 
ends of an vVMtio bamboo placed across 
one shoulder, is at once sensible and con- 
venient, as tha bearer may relieve himself 
of hiB load instantly by merely bending 
his knee; the pole is, however, inferior to 
the yoke, which rest* on the two ahonl- 
ders, an inferiority partly balanced by 
the lightness and elasticity of the former. 


"Another instance of the muscular power 


of rice-fed nation* is exhibited in the ap- 
parent ease with which Indian and Egyp- 
tian wcmen carry beavr j»rs of water on 
their heads, and in the little towns oa tbe 
French coast of the Mediterrnneao, where 
tbo climate, as well as the origin and 
habits of the working classes are rather 
those of Asia than of Europe, women may 
canitantly be seen with one huge jar of 
water ou the head, a necond beld npon the 
hip, and very often a child supported on 
the other bip, or slung on tbe ba<jk,march- 
ing under a burning sun, over the worst 
paving, or apology for paving, .in the 
world, with an erect and graceful car- 
riage of the body that a city belle night 
envy.

Tbe employment of Cbineso laborers in 


the United State* and elsewhere, hae made 
the world acquainted with their capaci- 
ties aud conduct, and one of tbe largest 
works undertaken of late years, the con- 
struction of the Pacific and Atlantic Bui- 
way, 
supplies an example that must not be

coold afford to feed better than at home] 
bat, making all possible concessions, vi 
mnst be admitted that it i* extraordinary! 
that race* supported by such diet as than 
of the Chinese should exhibit almost, it 
not quite as much actual strength and en I 
during force as the more subbtautially fi 
Europeans and Americans.

A REMARKABLE 8TOBT FBOH CAKADA- 


TWOnDNDBED ITDOB SKELETONS DIS| 
COVBRKD. 
Corretpoailence of the Toronto Telegraph, 


CATCOA. August 21. 


Oa Wednesday last, Rev. Nathaniel] 


Wardell, Messrs. Orin Wardell. (ot To 
ronto,) and Daniel Fredenburg, were dig. 
ging on the farm of the latter gentleman,! 
which is 02 the banks of Grand River, inl 
the township of Cayuga. When they got] 
to five or six feet below the surface, 
strange sight met tliem. Filed in layer 
one upon top of the other, were some two 
hundred skeletons of human beings, near- 
ly perfect, around the neck of each onej 
being B etirin; of beads. There was also 
deposited in ttis pi: a number of axe 
and ekimmers made of atone. In the jaws! 
of several of the skeletons were large I 
atone pipes, one of which Mr. 
OJ 


Wardell took with him to Toronto a daj 
or two after this golgoiha was unearthed. 


These tkeletona are those of men of gi\ 


gMitio stature, some of them measuring 
nine feet, very few of them being ?ess than 
seven feet. Seme of the thigh bones were] 
found to be at least half a foot longer tha: 
those at present known, aud one of tb 
•knlla completely covered the head of i 
ordinary person. These skeletons are su_ 
posed to belong to those of a rare race of] 
people anterior to the Indians. Some three 
yean ago the bones of a mastodon were 
found embedded in the earth, about six| 
miles from, this spot. The pit and 
ghastly occnpauta ate now open, to thevie 
of any one who may w.si to make a vUitj 
there.

There is not tbe slightest doubt that I 


the remain* of a lost city are on this farm.l 
At various tirnfs witbiu the past thredl 
years the remains of mud bonsep, with! 
their chimnejs, had been found; and there! 
are dozens of pits of a similar kind to tbatl 
just unearthed, though much smaller, in] 
the place which has been discovered bef >rr J 
though the fact has not been made pnblicl 
hitherto. Tbe remains of • blacksmith's! 
shop, containing two tons of charcoal and! 
vaxiona implements, were turned up a few! 
months ago. The farm irhich corn-Sets ofl 
ISO acres, has been cultivated for nearly &I 
century, and was covered with a thick I 
growth of pine, so that it must have been I 
»ges ago since the remain* were deposited I 
there. The skulls of the skeletons are ofl 
an enormous size and of all manner of f 
shapes, about ball ax large again a* are 
now to be seen. Tbe teeth in most of them I 
are still in an. almost perfect state of prc-1 
servatioa, though they eoon foil out when| 
exposed to the air. It is supposed that 
there is gold or silver in large quantities 
to be found in the premi-ee, as mineral I 
rods hare invariably, when tested, pointed f 
to a certain spot and a few yards from I 
where tbe laat batch of skeletons was found | 
directly under tbe apple tree.

that can possibly be employed on railway 
works; not only c*a they bear as maoh 
fatigue and do ax much jrork aa JBuropean*, 
but they are oon*eiention», and appear to 
take a pleasure in. their occupation, while, 
nbove all, tbeir sobriety ia exemplary. 
Though it waa ntcetsary to keep a sharp. 
and constant watch.over tbe American, 
Inch and .German laborers, the Chinese. 
scarcely required a look from the managers • 
and foremen;, tneir task being net, they 
arranged among themselves, to perform it 
in tbe best manner; they organized them- 
Delves in groups, with leadetf,' treasurer*, 
und a regular uommiatariat,; which the 
European* could not be brought to,under- 
stand, but admitted that the result was 
admirable. 
The .only dominant VIM 


seemed to be that of gambling. The IrUh 
and Americans were-oontinunlly quarrel- 
ing and; fighting,. while only one fray is 
recorded ot having occurred in tbe Coolie 
camp; but thunwas serious. The Chinese 
were divided into two bodies, upon soae 
mysterious question, and tbe result wa* 
several deattu, and a Urge number of 
wounded.
